It marked the third time in re­ 
cent days that a small Marine 
unit suffered heavy losses in the

wounded in two engagements 
south of Da Nang Thursday. 
The stepped-up enemy activi­ 
ty has lent support to intelli­ 
gence predictions of an attack 
within die next month or two 
against Da Nang, headquarters 
of U.S. Marines in South Viet­ 
nam.

nounced in a delayed report that 
a North Vietnamese force of un­ 
known size launched the attack 
on the Hill 950 radio relay sta­ 
tion late Thursday night with 
m ortars and grenades. 
Early Friday morning, the en­ 
emy seized a landing zone for 
helicopters supplying the isolat­ 
ed outpost and then went on to 
penetrate the Marines’ perime­ 
ter. 
The Marine defenders coun­ 
terattacked, 
driving

North Vietnamese and retaking

zone. 
They reported killing five ene­ 
my, and capturing four rifles 
and four satchel charges. 
Hill 950 overlooks Khe Sanh. 
which underwent a 77-day siege 
last winter and was abandoned 
in June in favor of a more mo­

western flank of the demilita­ 
rized zone. 
Destroy Rockets 
Below Khe Sanh. in the enemy 
stronghold of A Shau Valley, a

fire. The two-man crew was res­ 
cued by another helicopter, but 
a third chopper, one of a num­ 
ber of aircraft sent in to provide 
cover, was hit by ground fire 
and exploded. Two crew mem­ 
bers were killed and two others 
wounded. 
F ar south near the Cambo­ 
dian border. U.S. jets, .artillery 
and helicopters destroyed two 
oxcarts loaded with 30 to 40 big 
Russian-made 122mm 
rockets, 
the type used to shell Saigon in

A U.S. spokesnan said an ob­ 
servation helicopter spotted the 
oxcarts about 47 miles north­ 
west of Saigon. The attacking 
aircraft zeroed in on the carts 
and set off a string af secondary 
explosions.

LONDON (AP* — John Cardi­ 
nal Heenan urged Britain’s Ro­ 
man Catholics today to accept 
the Pope’s ban on artificial con­ 
traception but told them not to 
despair if they fall to tem pta­ 
tion. 
Cardinal Heenan, Archbishop 
of Westminster and head of the 
hierarchy 
in 
England 
and 
Wales, made this appeal in a 
pastoral letter to be read in the 
240 churches of his archdiocese. 
He said the Pope’s ruling will 
bring hardship to many. But he 
defended both its timing and 
content against the outburst of 
criticism that has shaken the 
Church throughout the world.

Low said he and his fellow 
prisoners chose to fly home on 
commercial flights “ because it 


is in the best interest of the 
United States and other pilots 
still in Vietnam.” 
He would not elaborate but 
said he felt “There will be many 
more releases of pilots.”

Congress Takes

WASHINGTON (AP) — Con-* 
gress, with its disputes still un­ 
settled on foreign aid, firearms 
and Abe Fortas, has taken a 
month-long pause to prepare for 
the fight at the D o lls this fall. 


Lawmakers failed Friday in 
an all-out push to finish work on 
a foreign aid package before 
halting for the national political 
conventions. The Senate and the 
House recessed until Sept. 4, 
two days after Labor Day. 
In a final flurry of action. 
Congress sent the White House 
a broader poultry

conviction of a felony, physical 
or mental disability which pre­ 
vents performance of judicial

and conduct that is clearly pre­ 
judicial to the administration of 
justice. 
Commission Membership 
The Judicial Tenure Com­ 
mission would be composed of 
9 members, of whom a m ajor­ 
ity of five would be judges.

Sal­ 
aries set by the commission 
would be final unless rejected 
by a two-thirds vote in each 
I house. 
Prior to 1948, salaries of leg­ 
islators, governor and lieuten­ 
ant governor were fixed in the 
constitution, while salaries of 
justices were set by statute. In

pensation of its own members, 
the governor and lieutenant 
governor. 
Increases Noted 
Since 1949, legislative salar­ 
ies

the governor increased from 
$22,000 to $40,000 the lieuten­ 
ant governor from $5,900 to 
$22,000 and the justices of the 
supreme court from $12,000 to 
$35,000. 
According to the third pro­ 
posed amendment, the gover­ 
nor could fill judicial vacancies 
in any court of record or in 
the district court by appoint­ 
ment. A vacancy is defined to 
exist because of death, removal 
I or resignation of the judge, or 
by vacating the office, which 


I includes moving out of the dis­ 
trict from which he was elected. 
The governor would not be able 
to appoint persons to newly 
i created judgeships which would 
be filled by election. 
Appointee Incumbent 
In addition, the amendment 
specifically 
provides that an 
appointed judge shall be desig­ 
nated as an incumbent on the 
ballot. At present, only elected 
judges have such designation. 
Until 1964 the practice was to 
j fill judicial vacancies by guber­ 
natorial appointment. The 1963 
constitution requires that all 
judges must be elected to of­ 
fice, thereby removing appoin­ 
tive powers. It did, however, 
perm it the supreme court to 
assign retired judges to per­ 
form judicial duties for the 
limited period of time from the 
occurrence of a vacancy until 
th* successor was elected and 
qualified.

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Yes On Amendment 1 


There will be three proposals for amending the new 
Michigan Constitution on the Aug. 6 ballot. They are 
the first amendments to the Constitution which was 
written in 1963 which have been proposed. 
They would: 
1. Create a Judicial Tenure Commission. 
2. Create an Executive Compensation Commission. 
3. Authorize the Governor to make appointment to 
fill judicial vacancies. 
This editorial is about Proposal I. 
It would authorize a Judicial Tenure Commission 
of 9 persons selected for three year terms. Four would 
be judges of the courts in which they serve, the Court 
of Appeals, Circuit Court, Probate Cxmrt and a court 
of limited jurisdiction like our new District Court, all 
elected by the judges of the courts in which they serve. 
Three would be members of the State Bar of Michigan 
and would be elected by the State Bar; one of them a 
judge and two who were not judges. Two other members 
of the commission would be appointed by the Governor 
and would not be judges, retired judges nor members 
of the State Bar of Michigan. The term s of the com­ 
missioners would be staggered . 
*

On recommendation of the Judicial Tenure Com­ 
mission, the Michigan Supreme Court would have power 
to censure, suspend, with or without salary; retire or 
remove a judge from office for: conviction of a felony, 
physical or mental disability which prevents perform ­ 
ance of judicial duties, misconduct in office, persistent 
failure to perform his duties, habitual intemperance, 
conduct th at is clearly prejudicial to the adm inistration 
of justice. 
Under Michigan's organization for justice we have 
an integrated court system with the Supreme Court 
setting up the rules for the adm inistration of the wrhole 
system where they have not been already defined by 
the constitution or legislation. 
Proposal I has the full support of the commissioners 
of the State Bar of Michigan which urges a “Yes” vote 
on the proposal. So does this newspaper urge a “Yes” 
vote. 
*

* 
Tt would give the S u p r e me Court a new and needed 
tool to deal with the ju rist who can no longer perform 
his judicial duties effectively or whose conduct has be­ 
come scandalous or hurtful. 
The Legislature has power to remove a judge from 
office, but it rarely exercises this power because of the 
sensitivity of such an action. There are removals for 
only the grossest sort of misbehavior and our jurists 
should not be misprotected to such a degree because it 
makes them less responsible to the public interest. 
Impeachment, also an awkward and seldom used 
device, is another way in which a judge can be removed, 
but seldom is. 
Tile Judicial Tenure Commission method has ad­ 
vantages over both these methods. First off, it permits 
not only the removal of judges, but also other disciplin­ 
ary action where reform is needed but removal is not 
warranted.

Secondly, it would strengthen the Supreme Court’s 
authority to discipline judges and thus strengthen the 
state’s judicial system. 
The judiciary would have a voice in monitoring its 
awm members through representatives of the various 
courts serving on the commission. 
And the commission could prevent abuses by contin­ 
uing investigations. Its confidentiality will serve as a pro­ 
tection to judges against malicious and unfounded charg­ 
es, and perm it a freedom of inquiry and correction not 
possible in impeachment or legislative dismissal efforts. 
California and Texas and 7 other states have Ju­ 
dicial Tenure Commissions. In California its commission 
removed 26 judges in a four year period and was in­ 
strum ental in the retirem ent or resignation of others. 
There has been no such judicial audit in Michigan and 
the suspicion persists th a t it would be wholesome.

They saw programs like pub­ 
lic w elfare, public housing and 
aid to economically 
distressed 
areas as virtually 
final solu­ 
tions of great American prob­ 
lems. 
By investing too much emo­ 
tion in their public clam or far 
these program s, 
the 
liberals 
successfully conveyed 
to

people the idea that solutions 
could be final, 
that 
society 
could be 
perfected 
little 
by 
little. 
Today they know better. They 
have seen public housing be­ 
come 
a 
long-range 
failure 
which sometimes breeds high- 
rise slums. The welfare system 
has crum bled before their eyes, 
snarling itself in

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Forest Service Gets Beautiful U.P. McCormick Estate 
By KENN KTH S. LOB K 
Of Panax Newspapers 
Tile machine that harvested 
the wheat from the Great Plains 
produced the profits that bought 
some of the wildest lands in the 
North Woods. 
Cash earned by sales of the 
McCormick reaper permitted a 
couple of tycoons to acquire 
thousands of acres of forest, 
lakes and streams in Marquette 
and Baraga counties that are 
now being donated to the U. S. 
Forest Service by the estate of 
Gordon McCormick, who died in 
New York City last Dec. 20. 
The Forest Service plans to 
use the 17,124-acre tract as an 
experimental forest in accord­ 
ance with the wishes of Mc­ 
Cormick. 
16 Lakes On Property 
The tract represents some 
of the finest wilderness land 
in the Upper Peninsula. Within 
its boundaries lie about 16 good- 
sized lakes and many miles 
of trout streams. 
Among the lakes are White 
Deer Lake, with an island bar­ 
bering the McCormick lodge and 
four other sizable cabins: Bull­ 
dog Lake, 
headwaters 
of the 
Yellow Dog River, which flows 
north into Lake Superior; Sum­ 
mit Lake, headwaters of the Big 
Huron River, also a tributary 
of Lake Superior. The headwa­ 
ters of the Dead River, which
